RISKED LIFE TO SAVE GIRL. 


Describing the rescue as one of the bravest 
he had ever known the Chief Consabie ~! 
the Glamorgan Constabulary asked Glamorgan 
Standing Joint Committee yesterday to re- 
commend some official recogniti... of the 
heroism of three police officers who saved a 
girl from drowning at Barry Island last 
Saturday. 

The officers concerned were Constab‘es 
Lewis, Skuse and Martin.  Police-Super- 
intendent John Bennett declared that it was 
the most miraculous rescue he had known. 
The three policemen, he explained, were 
taking part in a swimming race at a gaia 
near Barry Island, and had just toucned the 
bar when the alarm bell rang. A young 
woman was in peril in the bay about five 
hundred yards away. 

“The constables jumped out of the baths 
like deer,” he said, “- and ran barefooted over 
rough ground for over three hundred yards. 
They plunged into a boiling sea, when there 
was a terrific gale blowing and at a spot 
where they were liable to be dashed to death 
on submerged rocks. 

“It appeared to be suicidal, but the men 
faced it without hesitation. They ‘were 
thrown about like corks, and Lewis has never 
been nearer death. His body was a mass of 
bruises through being dashed against the 
rocks, 

‘A civilian who had gone out to the 
rescue of the girl could not bring her in, and 
it was a miracle that the girl was saved at 
all." 

The Committee, aíter congratulating the 
three officers, decided to bring their cases 
before the Royal Life-Saving Society with a 
view to their courage being rewarded.

BANK CLERK'S PLEA 
OF “GUILTY.” 


EMBEZZLEMENT OF OVER 
£4,000, 


James MitcheH, a bank clerk, was at 
Glasgow Sheriff Court yesterday sent to the 
High Court for sentence after he had pleaded 
guilty to having, between November, 1931, 
and August, 1952, embezzled £4,059 while 
employed by the Commercial Bank of 
Scotland. 

It was stated that last July the senior 
assistant went on holiday, and Mitchell, who 
was in charge at the Stane branch, was 
placed in charge of the bank at Shotts. 

One day an inspector called to make a 
check on the books and cash. He asked to 
examine the contents of the safe and Mitchell 
told him that the clerk with the key was out. 
Mitchell left the bank, ostensibly to yo to the 
clerk's house for the key, but never returned. 

When the safe was opened it was found 
that cash amounting to £3,000 was missing. 
Mitchell absconded and no trace of him could 
be found for three weeks, when he gave him- 
self up to the police in Glasgow. The other 
defalcations were discovered later, after 
Mia had written a letter explaining every- 
thing. ' 

On Mitchell’s behalf it was stated that he 
had won fully £1,400 at greyhound racing, 
but lost it all again. He began taking small 
sums of money from the bank until it reached 
the amount stated in the charge.

George Ernest Minnett Dee (26), shop 
assistant, of Munster road, Fulham, London, 
was charged at Dorking, Surrey, yesterday, 
with feloniously killing and slaying Frank 
Ernest Sykes (26), a clerk, of Brecon road, 
Hammersmith. Dee was remanded on bail 
until Saturday. 

Inspector Pickard said that on Sunday night 
he went to “ Sunnyside,’’ Ockley, the home 
of a Mr. and Mrs. Hutchings, and there saw 
Dee and the body of a young man lying on a 
couch, with severe gunshot wounds in his 
face and head. 

He arrested Dee and took him to Dorking 
Police Station. When charged he made a 
written statement. 

Dee, asked in court if he wished to have the 
statement made public, replied that he did 
not. 

Dee was present at the inquest, which was 
opened Jater in the day. 

William Sykes, of Brecon road, Hammer- 
smith, a retired police sergeant, giving 
evidence of identification, said that his son 
was a despatch clerk living at home. 

Dr. Max Davison, of Dorking, stated that 
there were 89 punctured wounds over the 
right side of Sykes’s head, neck, scalp and 
back of the shoulders. ‘‘ I saw bullets deeply 
embedded in the scalp,’’ said the doctor. 

The Coroner (Mr. G. Wills Taylor)—Did 
he die almost at once? 

Dr. Davison—I should say so, sir. 

Mr. Sykes, father of the dead man, asked 
the doctor whether he could say in which 
direction the bullets entered the head, 

The doctor replied that, in his opinion, the 
bullets entered the head from a horizontal 
position. 

The inquest was adjourned indefinitely. 


CYCLIST ATTACKED 
AND ROBBED. 


FOUND UNCONSCIOUS ON 
ROADSIDE. 


The Oxford police are endeavouring to 
trace a man who attacked Mr. R. C. 
Chessall, of Gray’s road, Oxford, a motor 
works storekeeper, and robbed him of 
nearly £20, on Sunday nigi.t, and then 
left him unconscious in a hedge. 

Mr. Chessall, who was cycling home. 
was found some hours later by a constable 
on duty at Forert Hill, near Oxford, 
on the main London-Oxford road. He 
was removed to the Radcliffe Infirmary, 
but was discharged this afternoon. 

Mr. Chessall told a reporter that about 
ten p.m. he was satiated by a man who 
asked him for money.

CATTLE. 


ULSTER FARMERS 
PROTEST. 


REFLECTION IN 
BRITISH REPORT.

BELFAST, Monday, 

The Ulster Farmers’ Union has given con. 
sideration to the recent report, issued by the 
British Ministry of Agriculture, regarding the 
administration of the Diseases of Anima}: 
Acts during last year, The Executive of the 
Union takes the stromgest exception to the 
phraseology of the report in its reference to 
the outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in 
County Down in June, 1951. The report 
refers to the ' dangerous potentialities of this 
invasion of disease in the possible spread of 
infection.”’ 

We had one outbreak on one farm in County 
Down last year—the first for half a geners 
tion. Britain has outbreaks so often that the 
country hardly ever seems to be without a 
case somewhere, and to suggest that Jreland 
is the cause is ludicrous. 


FUSS OVER SINGLE OUTBREAK. 
The experience of last year’s outbreak 
County Down proved conclusively that the 
steps taken by the Ministry of Agriculture of 
Northern Ireland were, at least, as promp: 
and efficient as those which are taken | 
Britain under similar circumstances. The 
statement made by Sir John Gilmour in |}, 
Imperial House of Commons, following tha: 
outbreak, clearly indicated that the Northern 
Ministry had promptly and effectively dea): 
with the emergency in a manner deserving of 
all commendation. Why, then, all this fuss 
over a single outbreak in Northern Ireland. 
and a far less fuss over all the other cases 
that break out almost continuously in 
Britain? The fact that Ireland has such a 
clean bill of health in regard to this disease 
must prove to any impartial observer that the 
Irish cattle are the least of all “a potential 
danger ” to the live-stock of Great Britain, 
and freer: by a long way than any other cattle 
raising country in the world—Great Britain 
itself included. 

In the report to which the Ulster Farmers’ 
Union takes exception a point is made to the 
effect. that strict regulations are necessary at 
British ports “ to prevent the spread of the 
disease to and through Great Britain through 
the medium of the Irish cattle trade.” The 
Union is of opinion that the restrictions, as 
far as the quarantine at lairages is con- 
cerned, tend towards the opposite effect, and 
are likely to spread infection more widely. 
ay Í one lot of cattle was infected in 1931. 
Had these gone on straight to farmers in 
3reat Britain there would probably have been 
fewer cattle infected. The disease was not 
discovered at the lairage, and the detention 
resulted in infecting cattle that otherwise 
might have escaped infection. 


SOURCE OF INFECTION. 

So jealous are Irish stockbreeders of the 
reputation of their cattle in this respect that 
when the isolated outbreak occurred last 
year there was an immediate demand made 
for the fullest and most exhaustive in- 
quiries to be instituted to discover the cause 
of the outbreak. The Northern Ministry 
of Agriculture succeeded in tracing this to a 
quantity of vegetables which had been im- 
orted from the Continent, via Great 
ritain. ‘The cause was proved up to the 
hilt. Various farm organisations in Ulster 
and Scotland then appealed to the British 
Minister of Agriculture to prohibit the im- 
portation of such vegetables forthwith, and 
thus remove a proved source of infection. 
The request was turned down, and the two 
countries remain in constant danger of fresh 
outbreaks through the same cause. 

It is, therefore, a source of much dissatis- 
faction to the Ulster Farmers’ Union that 
the British Ministry should issue such a 
highly coloured report embodying insinua- 
tions and innuendoes on the Irish cattle that 
cannot be sustained by the facts. The 
Union is of opinion that the Ministry should, 
following the issue of such a report, either 
substantiate the statements that are made, 
and prove wherein lies the danger from Irish 
cattle, or, failing to disprove the accuracy 
of the Northern Ministry’s finding as to the 
source of last year’s outbreak—immediately 
place a ban on the importation of all Con- 
tinental vegetables.

OIL SHARES IRREGULAR,

STEAKS SERVED IN PARIS 
HOTELS. 


Details of the horseflesh trade with the 
Continent were described at Yarmouth Police 
Court yesterday, when Edgar Joseph Banks, 
a local knacker, was fined £5 with costs for 
acting as a horse dealer while licensed as a 
knacker. 

He was also fined 5s.

EXCAVATION WORK IN 
PROGRESS. 


Mr. Sean O'Riordan, M.A. National 
Museum of Ireland, is at present in Bally- 
connell, and has commenced investigations 
intí RBallyheady cairn and the finding of a 
skeleton under a slab. Work was commenced 
some yards back from the spot indicated, and 
when cleared showed the front entrance 
faced up with rough boulders. Photographs 
were taken of the opening as it stood, sad 
the entrance was then removed, when the 
skull was restored to the position when 
found by the workmen. Further photographs 
of the skeleton were taken from different 
angles, after which the skeleton parts were 
removed and put into three different sections 
and packed up. Then the finest particles 
were sifted and stones removed, when a 
further jaw-bone was discovered, which 
showed that there were two bodies in the 
eave. The teeth in the jaw-hones showed a 
good state of preservation. The skull shows 
a dent on the top, and the front portion, 
jaws, nose and chin had fallen off. 

On Surday hundreds of people visited the 
nlace. Mr. O'Riordan expressed s=tisfaction 
that although the cairn had been operéd and 
again closed, it was done so carefully that 
his investigations were not interfered with in 
the last.

TANKS AIDED BY SQUALL 
SCUPPER ENEMY. 


A fight between the 7th and 9th Infantry 
Brigades, assisted by allied troops. arranged 
to take place yesterday on Salisbury Plain 
in conjunction with the Army maneuvres, was 
somewhat spoiled by weather conditions. 

As at first arranged the infantry were to 
have started out on Sunday in readiness for 
the fight yesterday, but there was some rain 
and this upset the programme, necessitating 
a BIR of the plan until late last 
night. 

Undisturbed by climatic conditions, the 
massed tanks assembled near Bowles Barrow. 
ready for an attack on an enemy column of 
all arms. At the outset the Commander of 
the Tank Brigade was set a difficult problem. 
It was not known whether the column would 
continue on the original line of march, or 
whether they would seek temporary saiety in 
a change of direction. 

It was essential that the Tank Commander 
should obtain some definite information before 
committing himself to a set plan. He ordered 
his light tank battalion to reconnoitre and 
locate the enemy. In order to be able to 
follow up any information obtained he decided 


to carry on with his main body, ready to 


strike the enemy at the most vulnerable point. 


Subsequently he discovered that the light 


tanks were hitting the enemy near Chirton 


Gorse. and that by a swift movement he 
might be able to get the rear of the opposing 


force near the Bustard. 

Despite the anti-tank weapons against him 
it was found possible to get the most. exposed 
flank of the enemy, 
assisted by a heavy squall of rain, which per- 


mitted the tanks to arrive under a natural 


smoke. screen.

A T the meeting of the Louth Agricultural 


Committee, which was held in Dundalk 

to-day, Mrs. Markey stated that it 
would be necessary, if the Govermment’s 
wheat-growing scheme was to have success, 
that expert advice and assistance should be 
given to farmers as to how the land should 
be prepared and when the sowing should be 
done. She suggested that the agricultural 
instractor should be instructed to attend to 
this matter at once. 

Mr. O'Donovan, agricultural instructor, 
‘Stated that experiments which had heen car- 
ried out before in Louth showed that in a 
bad year the average yield had been thirteen 
berrels to the acre. In a good year the 
average should be sixteen barrels to the acre. 
Much would depend upon the land itself. 
While there were large areas in County 
Louth where wheat-growing shou!d he suc- 
cessfully undertaken, there were places where 
it would he madness to sow it. 

Mrs. Markey said that a report was being 
spread throughout the county—whether by 
interested people or not she did not know— 
that the county was unguitable for wheat in 
the sense that it impoverished the land. 

Mr. O'Donovan replied that the damage to 
the land was done by the. weeds which grew 
all the winter. ' The land would require to be 
clean, and in a county so far north as Louth 
the sowing should be done in October, 

On the proposal of Mr. Hugh Magee, it 
was decided to ask the Free State Govern- 
ment to formulate a scheme giving a guaran- 
teed price for barley in the counties in which 
it had been successfully and extensively 
grown hitherto,

John MeGinn, Richmil, for — 
Samuel Johnston, Mullalelish, Richhill 
March 27 last. 

Mr. F. J. Lemon, Armagh, defended. 

District. Inspector Anderson said that. it 
was a rather unustal case, as defendant was 
on: of his own constables, At 10.30 on 
Easter Sunday night, March 27, Constable 
McGinn received a message from a 
of his “wn family, and relieved from his 
duties as barrack orderly. He resumed duty 
aga'n at 11.20 p.m., and on the followin 
morning he asked fh- se had he ha 
anv visitors. The sergeant replied that he 
had as Samuel Johnston had made a com- 
plaint to him, That was Easter Monday, 
and as the sergeant had to visit Portadown 
tor special duty: the complaint was not im- 
vestigated until the following day, when he 
(Inspector Anderson) and the sergeant saw 
Johnston, who had a bandage over his left 
eye, which was closed up, and red all around 
it. There were also bloodstains on his coat, 
ard he appeared to have got a blow. 
Johnston, however, declined to prosecute, 
and he had taken up the case on his behalf. 


Johnston, in evidence, said that he was in 
Richhill on the night of March 27th with 
his brother, William Henry, William John 
Troughton, William Kilpatrick, and Joseph 
Fiddes. They left Richhill for home about a 
mile away—at 10.30. At 11 o'clock he was 
standing on the street near his own door, 
with his brother and Trouton, when Con- 
stable McGinn, who was in uniform, came 
up and said: ‘*‘ Which of you boys is 
Johnston ?” Witness replied that he was 
Johnston, and the censtable struck him on 
the left eye, knocking him through his own 
door. He was bleeding from the eye and 
nose, and was attended the same night by 
Dr. Green. His eye was bandaged for a 
fortnight. No provocation was given for 
the assault, as there was no ill-feeling be- 
tween him and defendant, whom he had only 
suoken to once when he came out for a 
firearms certificate. - 

Answering Inspector Anderson, witness 
said that before leaving Richhill he heard 
a woman shouting about Fenians not being 
fit for decent company. 

Witness admitted being in Lamb’s house 
on the night of the assault, to reach which 
he had to pass Constable McGinn’s house. 
When going to the house he walked on the 
roadway, about seven yards from the foot- 


ath. 
M William John Trouton and William H. 
Johnston gave similar evidence, Trouton 
stating that the constable said to Samuel 
Johnston: ‘ I will put you from interfering 
with my wife.” i 

In reply to Mr. Anderson, witness said 
that a case brought against him by Mrs. 
McGinn for threatening and abusive language 
was dismissed at Armagh. i 

Prior to the defence being scone into, 
District Inspector Anderson said that if 
Constable McGinn had a grievance he shouid 
have summoned Johnston, especially so as he 
was a policeman, instead of following him 
into the country and putting him through his 
own door, 

Mr. Lennon said that the defence was that 
ihe assault was a trivial one, and justified, 

Defendant said that he admitted striking 
Johnston once, but did not knock him — 
the door, He told Mrs, Johnston that he 
was there, because his wife, who was in 
delicate health, was being annoyed, and it 
was time such conduct was stopped. Both he 
and his wife complained to the sergeant. 

The Chairman announced, after a brief 
adjournment, that the Bench, bya majority,

Those men were an 
inspiration to the youth of Ireland, but, if 
that inspiration was to have due effect, some- 
thing more should be done by the people, 
their Government and their representative 
bodies besides féting their victors and 
applauding them. They should all aim at 
developing athletics nationally and bringing 
out the best that was in the rising geuera- 
tion.

Notwithstanding ths «shortcoming, their 
athletes, with slight training, had done 
wonders, but the lack of national co-operation 
and support and the indifierence of the 
Government to the claims of their national 
champions was d:sappo nting and dishearten- 
ing to them and the rising generation. 
Let them devote a share of public, as well 
as private, funds to the formation of a sports 
club where their young people would receive 
suitable training throughout the year.

Mr, J. Stewart, M.P., responding to the 
toast of ‘‘ Ireland a Nation,” said the Irish 
question during the past century had been a 
Northern one, and concerned in a particular 
manner the Counties of Tyrone and 
Fermanagh, and the constituency he had the 
honour to represent. What was the. present 
difficulty? England sought indirectly to 
appoint the Free State Executive Council. 
She sought to drum out the Government 
elected by the votes of the people. Irrespec- 
tive tof the political complexion of that 
Government, such a move would be defeated 
by the Irish people. If the people of the 
Free State gave way now they would have 
nothing in the future but a puppet Parlia- 
ment, with the puppets of England holding 
the offices of State, no matter what’ party 
they belonged to. Thomas and Co. had 
rushed into a tariff war with the Free State. 
Now they professed to deplore it. They 
would have a thorough cause to repent later. 
They would find that, trade having once being 
forced by them out of its usual channels, 
would not readily go back. England would 
never fully recover her Free State markets 
which she so recklessly threw away, and 
threw away at a time when hundreds of her 
factories were idle, her shipbuilding yards 
silent as cemeteries, and her ports cém- 
paratively deserted, a é for the tonnage 
lying rusting there. Engiand’s threat to the 
Free State was that she will bring about 
a famine in Southern Ireland. She could not 
again effect by a tariff ‘war what she brought 
about in 1846 by her free trade policy. 


TARIFF WAR NOT FRIGHTENING. 

Why should the Irish people be frightened 
by a tariff war? They had faced a war of 
a far more serious nature, and were those 
same men going to be daunted now because 
Thomas said they would have to eat Insh 
eggs; Irish butter, Irish meat, and wear 
Irish woollens and Irish boots? 

With all the shouting about the tariff 


m Northern Ireland were in a sort of 
Parad se as compared with those in Southern 
Ireland. What was the real state of affairs? 
There was a general depression and a slump 
in cattle prices there also It was practically 
impossible for Northern farmers to sell their 
cattle at a price that would pay for the 
raising of them, 

England complained. of what she called 
a violation of the Treaty. The result of the 
Feetham Commiss on was a violation of the 
Treaty and a direct negation of the principle 
that Governments should be based on the 
will of the people. England had subsidised 
partition, and had connived at the jerry- 
mandering and filching of the rights of 
citizens of the Catholic inhabitants of Tyrone 
and Fermanagh and Northern Catholics 
generally. . 

The President of the Free State Execu- 
tive was, they were told, going to preside 
at the League of Nations at Geneva. They 
had no donbt but he would raise the issue 
of the land annuities there. . Without wish- 
ing to embarrass the President, he would 
suggest that, when he has sat sfactorily 
solved the present problem, he should call 
for an international commission to inquire 
into England’s violation of the Treaty so 
far as Northern Catholics were concerned, 
and direct attention to the breaches of the 
Act of 1920, which was the only basis of 
this Northern Statelet. 

Ever snce England by the Act of Union 
robbed them of an independent Parliament, 
the struggle for Irish liberty had gone 
steadily on. The fight went forward under 
various leaders. Those leaders often 
differed in regard to the means to be em- 
ployed, but the object was in every case the 
same. The goal was the ultimate freedom 
of Ireland. 


IDEAL OF NATIONALISM. 

Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., said, although the 
G.A.A. rightly barred politics, even from its 
social activities, it had issued no such decree 
against nationalism. There was, perhaps, 
some little danger of confusing the two in 
the North. The distinction was clear, never- 
theless. He thought no confusion was likely 
to arise with the generous-minded young men 
of the G.A.A., who recognised how many- 
sided a nation was. Not merely in the matter 
of its manufactures, economic pohcy, educa- 
tion, language, but not less in its games and 
yastimes, was the national idea developed. 

here were some who professed that it did 
not matter what type of game a peopie 
played, what language they spoke. These 
things were, however, vital, ultimately, as 
the encouragement, say, of native manufac- 
ture, and when they considered this in rela- 
tion te unemployment they would all realise 
how important it was 

Finished performances such as they had 
witnessed that day ought to make them 
realise what a scientific thing Gaelic football 
was in. the hands of experts. It should make 
them proud.and nationally conscious. 


A UNITED IRELAND, 

They desired a united Ireland, not because 
it was a better place for Catholics to hve 
in than a divided Ireland could ever be, but 
because they were certain it would be a 
better place for all citizens, whatever the 
altar at which they knelt. (Applause.) The 
young men of the G.A.A. believed in a united 
Ireland. If the barriers of partition were built 
a mile high, yet would they topple down at 
the continued mental and physical assaults 
and indignation of the young. Politics merely 
indicated how far a people thought it desirable 
to go at the time. Nationation on the other 
hand, indicated the ul‘imate goal and the 
ideal. He was neither preaching sedition nor 
talking treason. He was merely voicing the 
universal experience of history the world 
over. 


CRIMSON FINCHES,

SCOTTISH BREEDER’S 
SUCCESS. 
Aviculturalisis are interested in the 
breeding of five Crimson Finch (neochmia 
heton) chicks by Mr. A. R. Hynd, 
jroughty Ferry (near Dundee), as these 
ornamental finches of Australia have only 
been bred once before in captivity in the 
British Isles. This was in the Zoological 

Gardens in 1912, 

From time to time members of the Avicul- 
tural Society have attempted to get these 
birds to propagate in this conntry, But with- 
out success. The King is a patron of the 
Society. 

In relating his experiences with these 
choice exotics, Mr. Hynd said that he was 
surprised at the activity of the cock bird 
during domestic activities. It was he who 
constructed the home, while he took his 
share of incubation, which lasted about 
twelve to fourteen days. The food chiefly 
given was wasp grub and an ordinary in- 
sectivorous mixture, 

When the eggs had hatched the cock’s joy 
was unmistakable, and the other birds in 
the aviary had a very rough time,’ being 
driven away by him from the vicinity of the 
nest. 

The hunted birds included such strong 
ones as Cockatiels, Royal Starlings and Zebra 
Finches, but now that his family are about 
to leave the nest he allows the others into 
his compartment, but woe betide any who 
come too near his offspring. 

The Crimson Finch has a wide range 
throughout Northern Australia, and is not 
often imported, as it is difficult to acclima- 
tise. It is sometimes known as the “ Blood 
Finch,” while in Australia it is given the 
name of ‘‘ Pheasant Finch’ on account of 
its long pointed tail. In captivity it is in- 
clined to be very quarrelsome with other 
inmates of the aviary. i

they still had a constant and secure 
market for all the produce that they could 
send. To-day, as a result of Mr. de 
Valera’s insensate warfare, they have 
nothing. Four-fifths of the cattle which 
they drive to market remain unsold, and 
the prices which they obtain for the few 
beasts that British buyers consent to take 
are almost pitiful. Let them make no 
mistake. The British consumer will not 
pay one halfpenny more for Irish cattle 
than he would have paid if there never had 
been any “ Thomas duties.” The buyer 
simply subtracts the amount of duty from 
the price that he pays—and to such a 
plight has the Irish farmer been reduced 
that he is exceedingly glad to get it. We 
do not care to contemplate the situation 
that will arise in November, when Britain 
will reorganise her tariff rates in accord- 
ance with the agreements reached at 
Ottawa.

Sometimes the lawless bodies which 
swarm along the railways call themselves 
‘‘volunteers’’ in the cause of Chinese 
freedom, but their operations seem to be 
wholly criminal. The seizure of Mrs. 
Pawley and Mr. Corkran has been 
followed by an atrocious outrage rear 
Harbin, when bandits wrecked a train 
and plundered the xilled and injured 
passengers. Even in greater China, which 
the Central Government at Nanking is 
supposed to control, widespread misery 
has Survived the actual warfare of a few 
months ago, and many millions are 
victims of dire distress. Yet the present 
story of China is not altogether “a fiery 
scroll written over with lamentation and 
woe.”’ Fine work is being done there 
against the cruelties of nature and of 
man, and the modern West, though its 
own troubles are numerous, has not for- 
gotten its obligations to the immemorial 
East. In The Times of yesterday Sir 
John Hope Simpson—himself director- 
general of the work—described an achieve- 
ment which has saved millions of acres 
from devastation and millions of people 
from death by hunger. Last year the 
Yangtze, swollen by heavy and continuous 
rams, overflowed its banks along a course 
of six hundred miles, and 40,000 square 
miles of cultivated soi] disappeared from 
sight. The Central Government formed 
a National Relief Commission, which was 
mainly under British direction, and large 
funds were subscribed from England and 
the United States. Within a few months 
the Commission had beaten back the 
waters, had repaired thousands of miles 
of dikes, and had fed, sheltered and em- 
ployed millions of peasant refugees. The 
new dikes have stood the test of this 
year’s heavy floods. Always the Commis- 
sion worked against time. Always its 
labours were harassed by the menace of 
bandits and of Communists, who, as Sir 
John Hope Simpson reports, are able to 
defy the forces of the provincial rulers. 
He pays a very high tribute to the ability 
and courage of the Chinese technical staff 
during those months of difficulty and 
danger. There is excellent material for 
wood government in China—if such govern- 
ment ever comes,

Reclamation. 


The warfare of the sea against the land 
tends to be one-sided. Yearly the reports 
of men of science indicate that the ocean 
has nibbled this bit and that bit from the 
edge of continent or island. Legend and 
history combine to tell of whole villages, 
once fertile and prosperous, which now lie 
beneath the waters, while, in their less 
startling fashion, the accurate instruments 
of to-day show the gradual diminution— 
by inches, it may be—of the land buffeted 
by sea waves. Recently a speaker at the 
British Association announced that 
Britain was sinking at the rate of nine 
inches in every hundred years—not, 
indeed, an alarming, but still a notice- 
able, tendency. What the land loses in 
this instance the sea gains. We ourselves 
have seen the havoc wrought by great 
waves on the Wicklow coast, where the 
water has claimed what was, only a year 
or two ago, the habitation of men. Yet the 
war of land against sea is no longer only 
a matter of defence. Men now are taking 
the offensive, and the process known as 
‘land reclamation ' is restoring many 
acres which used to breed nothing but 
fishes. Everybody knows that Holland 
has reclaimed thousands of acres from the 
Zuyder Zee, and now the Germans are 
considering the extension of their own 
territory at the expense of the tides. The 
Prussian Government is being urged to 
drain the Frischeshaff, which is a large 
lagoon, measuring 770 square kilometres, 
The ground beneath it is more fertile than 
that reclaimed from the Zuyder Zee, and 
the promoters of ‘ie scheme have visions 
of fifty thousand cows grazing on the re- 
claimed land. No _ great problem 
would be involved ; for the Frischeshaff is 
divided already from the sea, except for 
a single opening, less than a mile wide.

It seems to-day that Parliament will 
be called together some days earlier than 
originally was indicated. The Prime 
Minister recognises that more time is 
necessary on account of the legislation to 
ive effect to the decisions of the Ottawa 
‘onference. It is umdevstood that the 
financial resolutions preliminary to the 
main bill will be ebated sternly by 
Labour and the Liberal free traders. The 
additional parliamentary days which 
will be gained by advancing the date 
of meeting will help the Government to 
bring the session to an early close by 
enabling the House to express its approval 
of the various import duties made recently, 
and also to decide what shall be done 
with the London’ Traffic Bill. 


Canada’s Trade. Returns. 


In Canada, I learn, there is consider- 
able satisfaction with the results of the 
Ottawa agreements, which point to bigger 
markets for Canadian exports to the 
mother country and oversea Dominions. 
The Canadian Parliament probably will 
meet in the third week in October for the 
purpose of implementing these mult: 
lateral and bilateral agreements, and 
some important tariff changes will be 
made then. The trade returns for the 
twelve months ending July show a favour- 
able balance of 36,000,000 dollars. com- 
pared with an unfavourable balance of 
65,000,000 dollars for the preceding 
twelve months. While imports from the 
United Kingdom for the twelve months 
at 96,000,000 dollars show a decrease of 
40,000,000 dollars. imports from the 
United States at 298,000,000 dollars are 
197,000,000 dollars lower. On the other 
hand, Canadian exports to the “United 
Kingdom at 166,000,000 dollars show a 
fall of 37,000,000, and exports to the 
United States at 205,000,000, a fall of 
93,000,000 dollars. 


The Equalisation Fund. 


Little has been heard for some time 
about the Exchange Equalisation Fund, 
set up by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
with the sanction of Parliament—a fund 
entitled to deal with one hundred ind 
fifty million pounds sterling. When the 
account was promoted it was announced 
that any operation in connection with it 
would be kept secret, but, now that the 
financial situation is changed so greatly, 
there is a growing opinion that the public 
should be afforded some information. ‘The 
Treasury has repaid all the credits 
borrowed from the United States and 
France to save the pound, and it is con- 
cluded that there is no longer any need 
to buy foreign currencies so freely, though 
the claims of the United States in rela- 
tion to War debts still must be borne in 
mind. ‘There is an idea in the City that 
it would be wiser to give Parliament ful! 
control over this fund in the autumn. in 
view of the possibility of efforts to return 
to the gold standard before circumstances 
justify such a step. 


Elaborate Barter. 


The principle of barter has been ex- 
tended by English and Chilean merchants, 
so taat they may be able to carry on trade 
now rendered difficult by the economic 
situation and the extreme trouble involved 
in yetting money out of the country.

Knud Rasmussen is not on beard the 
Danish aeroplane which left Julianhaab 
to-day for Angmagsalik, as he is at pre- 
sent in an inaccessible district outside 
Julianhaab, and there is no possibility of 
reaching him by wireless. 


GRAVE FEARS. 


ABERDEEN WITHOUT

DEPRESSED 
SHIPBUILDING.

HARLAND AND WOLFF'S 
LOSSES. 


The trading loss of Harland and Wolff, 
Ltd., for the year ended December 31 last 
was £283,136, without provision for depre- 
ciation. The profit the previous year, 
after providing £250,000 for depreciation, 
was £105,745. 

The directors state that only £2,220 was 
received from subsidiary companies during 
the year. 

“The unfavourable result shown by the 
accounts is mainly due to the very small 
turn-over in shipbuilding, and to a lesser 
extent to the reduction in ship-repairing. 
The work done was so much below that of 
previous years that it was not possible to 
utilise more than a small part of the com- 
pany’s shipbuilding and engineering 
facilities. 3 

“The directors recognise that the values 
of the fixed assets and investments in sub- 
sidiary companies must be drastically re- 
duced from the amounts shown in the 
balance sheet, and they are in entire agree- 
ment with the opinion of the voting 
trustees that, ‘in present circumstances it 
is impossible to judge the actual values, 
but in many cases the book values bear no 
relation to realisable values or to values 
estimated on the basis of a going concern.’ 

‘“In view of the moratorium—provided 
under the scheme—and of the conditions 
prevailing in the shipbuilding industry, it 
Is impossible to make any reliable 
estimates of the liabilities and the values 
of the assets, and of the normal earning 


capacity of the company, and this must be 
done as a preliminary to any scheme of re- 
organisation of the share capital. No 
action is, therefore, suggested at present 
in regard to reorganisaiton. 

‘‘ There are as yet no signs of improve- 
ment in the shipbuilding industry. Orders 


| for new vessels have practically ceased 


since the commencement of the present 
year. Nevertheless, the company’s 
prospects as shipbuilders and engineers 
are equal to any in the industry, for its 
capacity to build ships is adequate to meet 
the requirements of any service."’

DANUBIAN CONFERENCE 
AGREEMENT. 
From Revtrer's CORRESPONDENT. 
STRESA, Monday. 


An agreement in principle for the 
economic restoration of the agrarian 
countries of Central and Eastern Europe 
was reached by the Agrarian Committee of 
the Conference for the Economic Restora- 
tion of the Danubian Countries to-day, 

The agreement follows in its main line 
the terms of the Italian scheme proposed 
on September 8th. 1t was made possible 
by the withdrawal of the original French 
and German schemes and the presentation 
of new schemes on behalf of those coun- 
tries which it was found possible to 
harmonise with the Italian scheme. 

The Conference will hold a meeting to- 
morrow to consider the new stheme. The 
Italian scheme proposed the imposition 
of a small tax on trade throughout 
Europe, the proceeds of which would be 
paid into a central fund, which would be 
used for the improvement ef cereal prices 
and the stabilisation of national finances 
in Central and Eastern Europe. There 
was no provision for the tariff prefer- 
ences on grain, which the agrarian coun- 
tries had been united in demanding. It 
is not clear yet whether the agreement 
will be approved by the agrarian coun- 
tries. 

The Financial Committee completed the 
examination of the ‘inancial position of 
the Central and Eastern European coun- 
tries, ending with Czecho-Slovakia and 
Poland. The delegates of these two coun- 
tries claim that exchange restrictions. 
which other Governments have  feit 
obliged to impose, have been taken in 
response to similar measures by other 
countries.

word.“ security.’’ It should always be re- 
called that this is the very expression used 
in the Covenant. It is the necessity which 
the German Government legitimately in- 
vokes, affirming the indispensable truth 
that Germany has a fight to “ her 
national security.”’ 

It is the guarantee which should be 
obtained for all the nations; small and 
great, by establishing the international 
control of armaments, by generalising 


cerns the methods adopted and the extent 
of the results obtained. 

This observation has several times ap- 
eared in public declarations of the 
Minister of the Reichswehr. It is recalled 
in the final paragraph (9) of the Note. 
There is hardly need to observe that these 
opinions represent an anticipation, and 
cannot be based on a just appreciation of 
the efforts already accomplished. 

The Government of the Frénch Republic 
is conscious of having done everything 
thapdepended on it to promote a regular 
evelution of the work of the Conference. 

It reserved for a later date the thesis 
which it had set forth on security. 

It agreed as regards the examination of 
this thesis to the same delay as that which 
had been requested of Germany for the 
examination of her claim to equal rights. 
Further, it gave an example of its will to 
reduce armaments by obtaining the vote 
of the French Parliament for a reduction 
of about 1,500,000,000 francs on military 
expenditure, a reduction corresponding 
very nearly to the reparations annuity 
which had been abandoned. 

We set these facts against the various 
interpretations which have been given of 
our acts. 


THE FRENCH DOCTRINE. 

The French Government will continue 
the remainder of the work of the Confer- 
ence in the same spirit. 

Its doctrine has as its basis and its 
core Article Eight of the Covenant, 
specifying that the maintenance of 
peace requires the reduction of 
national armaments to the lowest point 
consistent with national safety and the 
enforcement by common action of in- 
ternational obligations, and the 
formulation by the Council of plans 
for such reduction, taking into account 
(as the German Government recalls 
in a paragraph of its Note) the 
geographical situation and circum- 
stances of each State. | 

This text defines the ruling which the 
French Government has adopted. 

Our doctrine is that the world should 
tend not towards individual re-armament, 
but towards general and controlled dis- 
armament. To carry out such a _ pro- 
gramme effectively different stages are 
necessary. The Assembly of the League 
of Nations recognises this in its decisions 
of 1927, to which the German representa- 
tives did not fail to adhere. 

The Disarmament Conference solemnly 
proclaims this in its resolution of April 


19th, 1932. 


TREATY OBLIGATIONS. 

If, alleging that the result to be hoped 
from the Convention now under prepara- 
tion gives promise of insufficiency, the, 
German Government declares itself 
entitled to modify its own statute of .rma- 
ments, not only would it fail to fulfil the 
precise Obligations of the Treaty which it 
signed, but by its attitude would render 
impossible the subsequent realisation of 
the general disarmament which it declares 
it desires 

The aim-is to reach a convention giving 
to the peoples real guarantees of peace 
aná .relieving them of their burdens, If 
Getmany means to collaborate with France 
as jwith the dther States in this work, to 
negotiate for this work, exchange views 
for,this work, nothing is more legitimate 
nor more to be desired. 

Bhese studies with which France means 
to uate herself in a sincerely liberal! 
spit should pe the establishment of 
what should be the statute of Germany 
in 4 general statute of peace, placed under 
the protection of arbitration and control. 

The qtestion first appeared in its 
juridical form. The German Government 
itself raised this legal problem on its own 
by opposing what it calls the Statute of 
Versailles to the eventual statute of the 
Disarmament Convention by u distinction

WHAT GERMANY TAKES 
FOR GRANTED. 


lt raises at the same time the legal 
problem and the problem at the root of 
the matter. ° 

On the first point the German Govern- 
ment takes it fór granted that the problem 
is solved. It declares that the Disarma- 
ment Convention should ipso facto be 
substituted for the Versailles Treaty, and 
that no “special disposition’’ should be 
provided for Germany. 

From the legal standpoint the French 
Government cannot, adhere to this thesis 
There is neither in Part 5 of the Treaty 
nor. in the Covenant of the League of 
Nations any clause according to which the 
general limitation of armaments should 
entail the lapse of the stipulations of a 

rmanent caid inscribed in the 
Treaty. 

Within this legal reserve France con- 
sents to collaborate for her part in the 
examination of this problem on the same 
footing as all the interested parties, with 
the desire that in any subsequent texts 
account should be taken of the progress 
made by the work of the conference. 


'»GUARANTEES OF PEACE. 

As far as the second point is concerned, 
that is to say, according to the very ex. 
pression inscribed in the German Note of 
August 29th in paragraph 6 concerning 
the contents of the convention, or, in 
other terms, on the root of the matter 
submitted to the work of the Geneva Con- 
ference, the French Government experi- 
ences no embarrassment in setting forth 
the rule which it will follow. 

Itself desiring to lessen, as far as pos 
sible the burden supported by the nations, 
and in particular by the French nation. 
it wil! go farther along the road to die- 


- 


arbitration, by ‘ensuring the effective 
execution of its rulings. ¢ 


DISGUISED IMPERIALISM. 

Recent declarations, invested with 
authority by reason of the official quality 
of their author, suggest that France, by 
upholding this thesis, sought to cover a 
disguised desire for imperialism. Nothing 
is more inexact. 

France claims no privileges for herself. 
She only asks for her legitimate share in 
a security extended to all. She has made 
concrete proposals on this subject, both 
in 1924 with the Protocol, and recently by 
Suggesting the organisation of an inter- 
national force. 

The necessity of these proposals is 


illustrated by the difficulty which is being | 


experienced in finding along larger lines 
the solutions which are being sought. On 
this subject, however, as on all others 
which appertain to the Disarmament Con- 
ference, the discussion rethains open. 

Not only does France consent to study 
the eventual suggestions of Germany, but 
she solicits them, as she does those of 
other countries. Nothing would appear 
to her to be of greater use to the pacifica- 
tion of the world than a collaboration of 
two great countries which would them- 
selves find reconciliation in their search 
for the good of all, and who would Jater 
be united by the gratitude of the nations. 

These principles established, the French 
Government will set forth its views with 
no less frankness on the second element 
contained in the German Note of August 
29th—the organisation of the Army and 
Navy. 

RE-ARMAMENT. 
There is no doubt that it is a matter 
of re-armament. i 
It ig necessary to observe here and 
now that this re.armament “would 
inevitably extend to all those States 
which have submitted themselves by 
treaties to a régime analogous to that 
of Germany. It is thus, in its imme- 
diate consequences, the whole problem 
of Central and Eastern Europe which 
would be raised, as it is on this wide 
basis the race to arm would begin 
again. 
_ The whole of Europe is thus directly 
interested in the question put to France, 
which cannot consent to furnish an 
individual reply to a problem of this 
extent, which would involve the military 
situation of the world. 
_ If Germany persists in her intentions 
it is, therefore, a general action which 
should be followed. 

On what basis? Not on that on which 
the Disarmament Conference is operating. 
Fire, because Germany’s request ia 
directly opposed to the essential object of 
this conference, which is to seek a reduc- 
tion, and not an increase of arma- 
ments. Further, because delegates of 
nations who were not parties to the peace 
treaties are sitting at this conference. 


CONSULTATION OF 
POWERS. 


we 


The necessary negotiations could cer- 
tainly neither be pursued, nor even begun, 
without the consultation of the Powers 
adhering to the confidence pact of July 
lóth, 1932, to which Germany has form- 
ally adhered. Moreover, the discussions 
are governed by the Treaty of Versailles, 
which cannot be modified unilaterally, and 


| by Article 164, the second paragraph of 


‘which reads as follows :—~ 

Germany agrees that after she has 
become a member of the League of Nations 
the armaments fixed in the said table 
shall remain in force until they are modi- 
fied by the Council of the League. 
Furthermore, she hereby agrees strictly 
to observe the decisions of the Council of 
the League on this subject. 

This text is commented upon by the 
letter of the President of the Peace Con- 
ference in reply to the German observa- 
tions, After having placed on record 
certain modifications in the military 
clauses of the treaty, this document said: 

No change in the constitution of the 
armaments, it is stipulated by the treaty, 
can be permitted until Germany is ad- 
mitted to the League of Nations, which 
may consent to such modifications as may 
appear desirable.’’ 

First, the League of Nations is alone 
the judge. France could not fail in 
her undertakings towards the League, 
and it is before the League that we 
reserye the right to set forth, if neces- 
sary, the reasons which prevent us 
from agreeing to the re-armament of 
Germany, 


RE-AWAKENING MILITARISM. 
_ The examination to which France has 
just proceeded confirms her in her wish 
expressed at the beginning of this Note, to 
remain faithful, whatever happens, to the 
statutes of the League of Nations. Finally. 
we could not, by restricted negotiations 
run the risk that the rights of the United 
States should be prejudiced, since the 
Treaty of Peace signed by them with 
Germany on August 25th, 1921, ensures to 
them the benefit of the provisions laid 
down in Part 5 of the Treaty. 

Looking at the problem as a whole, and 
because the German Government expresses 
a desire for appeasement, with which we 
associate ourselves, the French Govern- 
ment calls attention to the danger from 
the point of view of the re-establishment 
of the general economy resulting from 
measures capable of provoking. within, a 
lesser or greater period a resumption of 
the race to arm and of the reawakening of 
militarism. 

At Lausanne France consented in the 
general interest to sacrifices which im- 
partial judges have recognised, She thinks 
that, with due respect for engagements 
entered into, it is possible for her to work

RUIN. 


CALL, FOR AN. END 
TO THE “WAR.” 


k Kileock, County Kildare, last night; a 


' senting an area of 80,000 acres in the 
district, decided to form a branch of the 
North Kildare Farmers’ Association, and 
passed a resolution calling upon the Govern- 
ment to settle the economic conflict, as the 
resent situation meant ruination to the 
armer, bankruptcy and starvation to the

_ CATTLE AND GRAIN. 
Major J. W. Aylmer, explaining that the 
object of the meeting was to form a branch 
of the County Kildare Farmers’ Association. 
said that the meeting was non-political. No 
matter what Government was in power, 
farmers were bound to organise to put 
practical suggestions before them. Cattle 
and sheep were just as important a world 
product as grain. It was not fair to say 
that the cattle trade was represented only 
by the herd and the owner. “There. were 
also dependent on the live-stock trade the 
railway staffs, dockers, shippers and drovers. 
If the cattle trade was ruined, this vast army 
of workers would swell the tanks of the 
unemployed. He did not want to disparage 
arable farming, but the cattle trade was the 
backbone of the country. It had never re- 
quired a subsidy, and they could not allow 
it to be brought to a lower level than it 
had now reached. It was a pretty acid fact 
that they were now selling their cattle at 
£2 per head less than they paid for them 
in the spring. Sheep could scarcely be sold 
at all, and the same thing was happening 
with other classes of live-stock. 

What were they going to do? A heavy 
responsibility rested with them. Not only 
did their dependents earn their livelihood 
from the land, but the wages and employ- 
ment of the farm workers depended upon 
the financial success of the farm.. Nobody 
wanted to dismiss hands or reduce wazes. 
If forced to do so, it was entirely the result 
of the present economic war. . By organising 
and representing their terrible plight to those 
in office could they hope to chach economic 
disaster to the farmer and prevent the un- 
employment of farm workers. They wanted 
an organisation of 500,000 farmers to 
guarantee the existence of the farmer and the 
farm labourer. 


MINISTER AND DEPUTATION. 


The Duc de Stacpoole: said that farmers 
represented 75 per cent. of the population and 
80 per cent. of the taxation. They had been 
well kicked, and it was: time for them to 
become organised and make themselves felt. 
the men who could make themselves felt 
most were the small men. and the labourer. 
He wanted to impress upon the labourer that 
they were on the same side as their em- 
ployers. If they did not get a fair hunt for 
the only industry in Ireland they could not 
pay anything. 

A deputation of Meath farmers which 
waited on Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, 
was courteously réceived, but when they said 
that if the present condition of things lasted 
farmers would go out of existence, Dr. Ryan 
remarked that the Government would be in 
for five years. The deputation asked what 
the farmers would do in the meantime, and 
Dr. Ryan replied: ‘(Stick it out.” © Things 
were going from bad to worse. He had soid 
cattle to weigh in Dublin at 30s. per cwt., 
and the buyer made a bet that he would be 
selling at 20s. per cwt. in two months time. 

The only thing that they could do was to 
organise and pass resolutions of protest, so 
that ‘the President could not go to big 
me@tings and tell the people, that. he had the 
farmers at his back. They should er at 
the Government to have the tariff oved. 
It was the farmers here who were ;=ying the 
tariff, not the people in England. 

The Government were trying to catch the 
labourers’ votes by excellent housing schemes 
and giving milk to the children, but the 
money was coming out of the farmers’ 
pockets. What the farmers wanted was a 
market for their stock. They would sell 
their stock to the Hottentots if they got a 
fair price, but their nearest neighbour was 
their best customer, and they should try to 
hold their market. 


NO SALES, NO MONEY. 

Mr. Coonan said it was regrettable that the 
Government had adopted its present attitude. 
It had attacked no or» but the farmers. lí 
they could not sell their stock they certainly 
could not pay their annuities and rates, nor 
meet their labour bill. This was a matter in 
which they should stand shoulder to shoulder. 

Mr. Rufus Carson, who said that he 
thought the resolution did not go far enough, 
said that the present conditions were not 
of recent origin. Tariff or no tariff Irish 
cattle brought less : an English cattle in 
England. Ninety per cent. of the meat con- 
sumed in London was foreign. Members of 
the Farmers’ Union in England were united 
when a time of crisis arrived, and the farmers 
of England were just as discontented as 
those here. Irish farmers were competing on 
an unfair market in England,. because of the 
quantity of forei;n meat dumped there. They 
should ask the Government to re-open 
negotiations immediately and settle the 
matter as honourably as possible. He also 
suggested that the annuities should be re- 
duced by extending the period of payment to 
99 years. . 


LOST CHANCE AT OTTAWA. 

Mr. D. ‘Barton said that they had not got 
the English market, and it was no use asking 
the British Government to remove the tariff. 
when they wero doing their hest not to send 
them any live stock at all. They had a great 
opportunity at Ottawa of getting a hold on 
the British market, but it was thrown away: 
They should urge the Government to fix 
things up, so that they could get back to 
where they were before the Ottawa Confer- 
ence. They were told that there must be 
casualties. So far as he could see they were 
gc'“g to become wholesale slaughter. if 
that happenec to an army, what happened te 
the General?

A SPIRIT OF PROGRESS 
AND REVERENCE.

ROGHEDA is a town of striking con- 
trasts, a town where the very old 
combines with the ultra-modern with a 
simplicity and charm which disarms and 
smothers ¢arping criticisms. ! 
To illustrate that point. If anyone 
attempted to build, say, a new house 
beside Ross Castle at Killarney; or pro- 
vide an electric sign on the Upper Lakes, 
there would be an instant outery ; people 
would declare that the world has lost all 
interest in things that are good and whole- 
some, and a protest would be sent to the 
Ss IG “Et Government department, 

n Drogheda, however, they do not say 
horrible things when an attempt is made 
to blend the old with the new—not because 
the poses lack what is called, rather 
ineptly, wsthetic taste. but because they 
realise that, while ancient gates that tell 
of barricades and sieges, monuments, forts 
and abbeys are splendid objects, to which 
one shows veneration and respect, the 
memory of hundreds of years cannot be 
allowed to curb the vision of the future 
and the welfare of those who live and move 
and have their being within the boundary 
of the town. 

Thus one finds strange contrasts. A 
neat five-roomed cottage, embodying all 
the advantages of the modern. type cf 
building, with proper sanitation and 
dwelling facilities, generally may be found 
in the shadow of a weather-beaten tower 
which has been standing for years and 
years. ‘Again, at times in the year one 
may hear the strident notes of a 
mechanical jazz band, made cheerful by 
the shouts of happy children enjoying 
themselves in vatha Saute coming from the 
ruins of what was once a great abbey. A 
group of entertainers, replete with band 
and swing-boats, have come to town, 
parked themselves amid the lichen of the 
years, and are making money. 

These thoughts are prompted by the 
céremonies which take place in Drogheda 
to-day. 

The annual meeting of the Oliver 
Plunket Union, which excellently com- 
bines religious activities with social 
benefits, and serves to strengthen the 
Roman Catholic Church, will pay tribute 
to the memory of Archbishop Plunket, who 
died at Tyburn. | 

The annual conference of municipal 
authorities, which will’ occupy two days at 
Drogheda,, will deal with important 
matters, such as housing for the poor and 
search for examples of good stewardship in 
provincial life. The conference deals with 
the prefent and the future, just as the 
religious ceremonies will have reference to 
the past, the present and the future. 


ANCIENT AND MODERN. 


Visitors to Drogheda will be interested 
in the many valuable attributes of the 
town, its ancient glories now expressive in 
ruin and shadow, and its present-day 
amenities expressed or realised in modern 
houses, in its bright shops and well- 
lighted streets. 

Millmount Tower, a fortress in the éarly 
invasions, now stands a shaky guard over 
the town, looking out over the lazy Boyne 
and away into the plains of Royal Meath. 
it was a substantial tower until during the 
1922 period it was bombarded in the fight 


against the irregular forces. The side of 


it was blown away, and to-day, looking at 
the structure, one gets the impression of a 
damaged cup about to tumble over on a 
saucer. Incidentally the writer might be 
permitted to tell a story of an ache which 
was encouraged within him after. that 
bombardment. ‘The irregular forces had 
taken flight when the present writer (then 
& “very stall boy) roamed through the 
woods behind the lofty.tower, picking up 
here and there spent cartridges,.and tell- 
ing himself how he would have carried out 
the plan of attack. These war-like 
thoughts were banished, however, when he 
discovered, hidden in a rabbit hole, asupply 
of eatables—to wit, four loaves of bread, 
six tins of sardines, two tins of salmon. 
and a tin-opener. The writer got milk 
from an indulgent cow near by, and the 
feast was begun. The story, half-an-hour 
later, is one of purple pain; for he had 
eaten not wisely but too well, with little 
regard for proper mastication. 

St. Laurence Gate was the principal 
point in, the walled. town, and standing 
on the top, looking out to sea, one has a 
commanding view of the River Boyne. 
doubtless of great value to those ancient 
forbears charge! with ¢“.e guarding of the 
town sgainst invaders who came by sea 
There is an old story that the Gate was 
built by women whose men were then 
busy at war, but the story has litile veri. 
fication. 

In the centre of the town, where all 
roads meet, stands the Tholsel. a modest 
building, unpopular with traffic con. 
stables, and ow ured as a bank. It was 
once the delight of hangmen; for there, 
from a corner stone, bodies dangled when 
a deed had been expiated, and the amused 
populace looked. on. ‘' Them. wore the 
days,” as Sean O'Casey says in one of 
his plays. To-day, little pieves of iron 
from which the noose was supposed 
to - have ben suspended can he 
seen in the walls (or so they say). 
but as the road is narrow. and 
the traffic dense at this pcint, do not 
risk a life for the pleasure of revelling in 
a sordid past. 

There are other objects of historical in- 
terest, such as St. Magdalene’s Tower, 
at the north of the town, and £t. John’s 
Abbey, close by Millmount Tower, at the 
seuth, and with the aid of guide books a 
pleasurable few hours may be spent delv- 
ing into the past, discovering the salient 
points in stories of self-defence, self- 
denial and Godliness. 

But to come to the present. An en 
gineering wonder, such as Ireland and 
many other countries have never known, 
has been performed on the Boyne 
Viaduct, which carries the main railway 
line from Dublin to Belfast. Engineers 
built a new bridge inside the old struc- 
ture, and the trains were not interrupted 
for even an hour. The old lady (it is a 
local story) who would never cross the 
viaduct, but would, instead, take a cab 
to Dunleer, is now dead.

HIS tax. was the last straw, which was 
4 oing to break the farmers’ backs, said 
Ir. Coleman at a meeting of one 
hundred and fifty farmers, representing every 
distriet in South Louth, held here tenis for 
tha purpose of selecting delegates to attend 
the Farmers’ Conference. in Dublin on the 
15th inst.

Mr. John Clinton said that the farmer and 
nobody else was asked to stand the loss in 
this crisis, ‘‘ Ws are losing already one- 
quarter the price of every beast,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and now on top of that comes this 
tariff. The manufacturers are not affected at 
all. The boot factory in Dundalk can send 
their boots into England, a manufacturing 
country, free of all tax. The farmers are hit 
by everyone through their livestock and their 
crops. We are asked. to compete against. the 
blacks of India with our barley, although 
they get only 3d. a day for their farm work 
and wear only .6d. worth of clothes, if any 
at all. The Dublin brewers have 30 per 
cent. profit, and we have nothing at all, in 
spite of the tax on imported stuff. 


A POLITICAL WHIM. 


“ Are we to sacrifice a quarter of the price 
of our cattle to satisfy the whim. al 
politicians who are like a stubborn child?” 
asked Mr. Clinton. “We have no statesmen 
able to meet the statesmen of the other 
country, and the people we sent to Ottawa 
were only a humbug and a laughing-stock for 
the world. We want to know from the 
Government how far this is going to go.” 

Mr. J. C. Kieran asked could ticy not lay 
the foundations of some organisation for 
farmers and others connected with agricul- 
ture before the meeting ended. Every other 
industry was organised in the. country except 
theirs, and if they did not orgamise they 
would be crushed out.

KEPT SECRET FOR SIX MONTHS 


HE letter announcing the Mahatma’s 
decision is dated March llth, 1982, 
and was addressed to Sir Samuel Hoare, 
Secretary of State for India. In that letter 
Gandhi recalls that: 

“When the minority s dim was presented 
I said that I should resist with my life the 
grant of separate electorates to the. depressed 
classes.” 

That, he proceeds, was not said in the heat 
of the moment or by way of rhetoric. It was 
meant to be a. serious thing. He goes on to 
state that he is not against the representation 
of the depressed classes in the Legislatures, 
but he holds that separate electorates are 
harmful for them and for Hinduism, which it 
would simply vivisect and disrupt. 


* GRAVE 
EMBARRASSMENT.” 


“I, therefore, respectfully 
Majesty's Government that in the event of 
their decision creating separate electorates 
for the depressed classes I must fast unto 
death. I am painfully conscious of the fact 
that such a step, whilst I am a prisoner, must 
cause grave embarrassment to His Majesty's 
Government, and that it will be regarded by 
many as highly improper on the part of one 
holding my position to introduce into the 
political field methods which they would 
describe as hysterical, if not much worse. 

‘‘ But,” he adds, “it is a call of conscience 
which I dare not disobey, even though it may 
cost whatever reputation for sanity I may 
possess. So far as I can see now my dis- 
charge from: imprisonment would not make 
the duty of fasting any the less imperative.”

DUBLIN EX-SERVICE MEN 
TO PARADE, 


Rumours which for some time past 
have been current in Dublin were dis- 
pelled on Saturday evening last when Mr. 
A. P, Connolly, Vice-President of the 


Metropolitan branch of the British Legion, | 


gave a categorical denial to statements 
that the annual Armistice Day parade of 


ex-Service men would not be held in Dub- 


lin this year. 
Mr. Connolly was a guest at the first 


regimental reunion dinner of the newly- | 


formed Old Comrades’ Association of the 
18th Royal Irish, ‘‘ the King’s Royal Re- 


giment of Ireland ” (which, formed in | 


1684, was the oldest Irish regiment in the 
British Army). 

Saturday was the anniversary of the 
battles of Tel-el-Kebir and of the Aisne, 
and the company present included many 
survivors of these and other engagements, 
in which the regiment distinguished itself. 
Lncidentally, Saturday was also the anni- 
versary of a day in France when a batta- 
lion of the Royal Irish, having borne the 
brunt of many days of severe fighting, 
was relieved by the Brigade of Guards, 
the tired handful of survivors being 
cheered by their successors as they took 
over the line. 

Referring to this latter incident, Mr. 
Connolly, who mentioned that he himself 
was a member of the Irish Guards’ reliev- 
ing battalion on the day in question, ex- 
pressed his pleasure at the fact that the 
new ©.C.A. would be affiliated to the 
British Legion. 

AVERSION TO POLITICS.

“ That is our creed ; and as long, at any 


rate, as this generation of ex-members of | 


the Irish regiments is alive we will con- 
tinue to commemorate once a year the 
valour and the self-sacrifice, the glorious 
heroism and the undying devotion to duty, 
of our fallen comrades, who gave their 
lives for that creed and in that cause. 
Once a year, by a simple and reverent 
ceremony, we will pay them our homage.’’

IR HILTON YOUNG, British Minister 
S of Health, continuing his tour of the 
distvessed areas, arrived yesterday at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, where he will be the 
guest of the Lord Mayor during the coming 


week, 

It is understood that during his visit to 
the north-east coast, with its me, cg 
depressed industrial conditions, the Minister 
of Health will give special attention to Poor 
Law administration throughout the area, and 
to the health services in relation to the 
financial difficulties of the time. 

Speaking last night at a dinner given by 
the Lord Mayor of Newcastle to the chair- 
men and secretaries of local authorities, Sir 
Hilton Young said that it was the policy of 
the British Government to maintain the 
essential health services of the nation unim- 
paired, 


NO DISCOURAGEMENT, 


He could find no clearer description of the 
Government’s policy, in relation to health 
and social services, than to say that the 
account of it given by Mr. Arthur Greenwood 
at Twickenham on Saturday was untrue in 
general and untrue in particular. 

It was there said that the Government 
were deliberately discouraging the authorities 
from continuing their housing schemes. That 
was untrue, 

What was being done was to ensure that 
the effort was devoted to providing houses 
of the sort that was wanted, in the places 
where they were wanted, without waste of 
money, 

Excited, no doubt, by the atmosphere of a 
by-election, Mr. Greenwood said that the only 
kind of houses he (Sir Hilton) would look 
upon with favour were the very smallest and 
meanest of houses, the cheapest and shoddiest 
that the local authority could build. 


FOR POOREST PAID WORKERS. 


What that meant was, if it were stripped 
of electioneering rhetoric and misrepresenta- 
tion, that he had discontinued Mr. Green- 
wood’s policy of wasting public money on a 
type of house that could now be secured by 
private enterprise, and that he was concen-

“REOORD” yield in the Northern 
A Ireland apple orchards this season 
was foreshadowed at a meeting of 
the Ulster Horticultural Society, which was 
held in Belfast this afternoon. The Chairman 
of the Society (Mr. Alexander Dickson) said 
that several of the orchards which he had 
visited would he in a position to market over 
1,000 barrels each of clean, graded fruit, and 
give a very remunerative return to the 
growers. He pointed oyt that, in addition to 
the heavy crop, the standard of quality had 
advanced to such an extent that the fruit was 
the cleanest that ever had been produced in 
the province. 

Another gratifying feature upon which the 
Chairman commented was the growing de- 
mand for Ulster-grown Bramleys in the British 
markets. They had been acknowledged, he 
said, as the finest cooking apple in the market, 
and which, properly pain A and packed, would 
continue to receive a high price. 

He also expressed the pleasure of the com- 
mittee at the systematic progress that had 
been made during the past ten years, more 
especially in the younger orchards, and he 
stressed the importance of the fruit-growing 
industry to the province. 

The apple orchard competition results were 
announced.

OLYMPIA CHAMBER 
OF HORRORS. 


FEATURE of the Great Building 
A Trades’ Exhibition which opens at 

Olympia, London, to-morrow, is the 
“New Homes for Old ” section, which has 
been organised by an all-women committee, 
of which Miss Elizabeth Alington, the 
daughter of the Headmaster of Eton, is the 
hon, secretary. 

The all-women committee is composed of 
architects, town-planning experts and students 
of social problems, who, having examined the 
conditions in which many thousands of poor 
people live in London, Manchester, Leeds, 
Glasgow, and other big centres, have planned 
a healthier, happier and more beautiful 
Britain for people to live in. 


RATS AND SLUGS. 

Every exhibit will teach a lesson. There 
is even a ' Chamber of Horrors,” which is 
calculated to arouse feelings of dismay in 
feminine visitors. 

Asked what the ‘‘ horrors’ would be, Miss 
Alington replied ‘‘ Rats. There will be big, 
fat, horrible rats and little beady-eyed, 
horrible rats. How they gnaw their way 
through the floor boards will be demonstrated 
most realistically. Then there will be other 
vermin and long, fat, slimy slugs will be at 
home in our chamber of household horrors for 
anyone who wants to study them. . 

“ Slugs get into basement dwellings, and 
do you know, that in London alone 100,000 
yeople still live in basements owing to the 
lack of other accommodation at low rents? 

“ Our chamber of horrors will also have 
some photographs of appalling slum condi- 
tions, which still exist in so many of the big 
cities,”’ 


2,000,000 CHILDREN IN SLUMS. 

Miss E. M. Denby, of the Kensington 
Housing Association, who is chairman of 
the committee, had even more disturbing 
housing statistics, 

“ We estimate that some 2,000,000 children 
in Great Britain are still living under slum 
conditions, and probably a quarter of the 
population of England and Wales live in 
overcrowded houses,” said Miss Denby. 

‘Perhaps the worst districts in London 
are Shoreditch, Southwark, and North Ken- 
sington, and in the provinces there are some 
very bad areas in ds, Bristol, Dundee, 
Glasgow, and some quarters of Edinburgh. 
There is also Birmingham, where some Clear- 
ance work has been carried on. 

“New problems are continually cr 
For instance, in the last ten years 20, 
London houses have been demolished to 
make room for cinemas, factories, and com- 
mercial buildings. That, of course, retards 
housing progress for the 20,000 have to be 
made up.

DEPUTY'S SPEECH

AT RATHANGAN. 
aM——— 
PEAKING at a meeting held on Sunday 
S at Rathangan, Mr. 8. B. Minch, T.D., 
said that the people of the country are 
now faced with a season at which employ- 
ment is at a low ebb, and which will be, 
perhaps, the most critica] period in the history 
of our country. Depression accentuated by a 
policy of non-co-operation was responsible for 
the deplorable plight of agriculture, and it 
must of necessity follow that farmers would 
be compelled to reduce their labour bills, and 
consequently unemployment, already very rife, 
would become a menace to the people and the 
State. ‘* Here, in Kildare,” said Mr. Minch, 
““we have already many evidences amongst 
the working-classes of the effects of an insane 
policy. The example of the Gilltown Stud, in 
which close on forty men were thrown out of 
employment, seemed to be the beginning of 
the end, and for the reaction caused by these 
dismissals the present Government and the 
Labour Party are responsible. '' 

Continuing, he said that not only on the 
question of unemployment had the Govern- 
ment failed, but in spite of the many promises 
of economies which had been made the rate- 
payers were being called upon to shoulder an 
additional charge of over six million pounds. 
The question being asked all over the country 
was where was the money to come from? 
Could farmers be expected to meet the burden 
and at the same time accept the sacrifice price 
now obtainable for stock? These prices, low 
as they stood now, would possibly be lower 
when the store cattle season opened. With 
our credit reduced to a minimum where would 
it end? Nothing faces us, declared the 
deputy, but ruin, absolute and complete. 


“INSANE EXPERIMENT.” 


“ We are engaged in an economic war, 
caused by the policy of the Government. A 
policy for which they hold no mandate from 
the people, and to which the people were 
every day becoming more and more adverse. 
Only the people can stop this ruinous policy.
